Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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I feel that it is time to men- 
tion this subject again. While 
there is some mention made of 
it almost every week, we _ be- 
lieve it is good to speak of it 
more extensively occasionally. 

The world is so full of world- 
liness and unbelief that the in- 
fluence is very strong against 
real deep spirituality, therefore, 
it becomes necessary to give 
much attention to the experien- 
tal side of salvation, It will not 
do to become the least bit negli- 
gent. To do so puts us in danger 
of.much loss which is a_ just 
cause for shuddering as we 
come face to face with judg- 
ment day honesty. 

All Bible themes are more or 
less sacred to me, but when I 
am called upon to speak or write 
about the Holy Ghost it be- 
comes doubly sacred. Although 
I have had the Holy Ghost coii- 
stantly abiding for more than 
twelve years I have never got- 
ten away from the’ sacredness 
of His presence. 


He is the Spirit of God and is 
everywhere present. He is in 
our midst in all of our sérvices. 
He directs the movements of 
more people than recognize 
Him. He is a Spirit and cannot 
be seen and His presence is not 
always felt and realized, yet He 
is always present and will man!- 
fest Himself as God when He 
judges it necessary and impor- 
tant. 


I do not. know that there is 
any way to fully define and ex- 
plain the Holy Ghost, but this is 
no sign at all that He does not 
exist. The Bible tells of His ex- 
istence and some of His work 
long before the time when rec- 
ords began to be kept. He was 
in service in the beginning of 
this world and had a hand in 
its formation. This view is evi- 
cenced by the Scripture. The 
second verse of the first chapter 
of Genesis reads thus: “And the 
earth was without form and 
void; and darkness was upon 
the face of the deep. And the 
Spirit of God moved upon the 
face of the deep.” 


This must be the same Spirit 
that Jesus said He would senJ 
upon the disciples after He went 
away. He tried to encourage 
His disciples by the use of many 
endearing terms, but it seems 
that no terms that He ever used 
were equal to those given in the 
‘ fourteenth, fifteenth ‘and six- 
teenth chapters of St. John. His 
sweet voice uttered some of the 
most comforting words that 
ever fell fromm the lips of any 
being. 


“If ye shall ask anything in 
my name, I will do it.” What 
more, could He offer? What 
more could they expect of Him? 
They needed comfort at this 
time, but before they scareely 
had time to frame a question or 
make a request, He told them 
He would also do the asking. 
Almost immediately after He 
had offered to give them any- 
thing they asked for He said, “I 
will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Comfor- 
ter, that he may abide with you 
forever.” If these are not two 
of the most endearing promises 
that could be made at such a 
time surely He would have found 
some better ones. 


I wish to emphasize this chain 
of promise by referring to them 
again. It plainly shows that Je- 
sus loved His disciples. Doubt- 
less He remembered that they 
did not know how to pray as 
they ought (Rom. 8:26) so aft- 
er He had thrown the door 
heaven’s blessings wide open to 
them for the askirg, He then 
offered to do the, praying for 
them as if He thought they 
would not know how to pray for 
the best things, or for the 
things most needed. 

Talk about love, there is sure- 
ly adisplay of it. If you ask any-

thing I will do it,and then turn- 
ed right around and told them 
plainly that they would not even 
have to do the asking, but He 
would do it for them. Wonder- 
ful love! Oh, this is truly the 
wonderful love of Jesus! And 
then right on top of this He 
promised He would not leave 
them comfortless. And the mar- 
gin says, “I wiil not leave you 
orphans.” 


Later on in His discourse He 
told them plainly who He meant 
when He talked about the Com- 
forter. “The Comforter is the 
Holy Ghost,” He said, ‘‘whom 
the Father will send in my 
name.” He first said He would 
give them anything they asked 
for, then He told them He 
would do the asking, and now 
He tells them that the Father 
will send the Spirit to Comfort 
and cheer them along the way 
so they would not be comfort- 
less. 


Did they have any reason for 
grief or fear? How could they 
be troubled after such promises” 
When they knew He had _ 59 
much power could they doubt 
Him? When they had seen Him 
perform such wonderful mir- 
acles, heal the sick, make the 
blind to see and even raise the 
dead, could they doubt Him 
now? Surely not! He has been 
too true to them for three years 
past for them to doubt him now. 


And is not this a great in- 
centive to us in these days to 
have faith and confidence in 
Him? Does He not love us in a 
similar manner to what He did 
those early disciples? Then why 
should we be faithless when He 
has promised us such comfcrt, 
such blessings, the Holy Ghcst 
Himself to abide with us forev- 
er? 

Before Jesus made these won- 
derful promises John the Bap- 
tist, His forerunner, prociaimed 
His coming and said, “I indeed 
baptize you with water unto re- 
pentance: but he that cometh 
after me is mightier than Tf, 
whose shoes I am not worthy 
tc bear: he shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire.’ (Matt. 3:11.) And _ this 
same promise is to us the same 
as it was for the early disciples 
for Peter in giving special in- 
struction on the subject said, 
“For the promise is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call.” 
(Acts 2:39). This is the reason 
we are at liberty to speak so 
freely on the subject. This is 
the reason we can say the Holy 
Ghost and fire is a Scriptural 
experience obtainable through 
Christ. 


There are many people that 
surely do not want this blessed 
experience. I do not understand 
why any one would not want 
what God has provided for the 
people. The early disciples want- 
ed it bad enough to tarry in 
the city of Jerusalem until they 
received it. They wanted the 
comfort. They wanted che 
power. They wanted the. ex- 
perience, and they were willing 


fto wait as long as it was neces- 


sary. We read of no worry or 
impatience. They seemed to he 
satisfied to wait, but they were 
sure the promise of the Lord 
would be fulfilled. 


To be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire is a Scrip- 
tural. experience obtainable 
through Christ, and the other 
tongues always accompanies the 
experience. ‘This statement, is 
backed up by the Bible. This is 
the reason we are so bold in 
making the statement. 


Before Jesus went away He 
told His disciples that He would 
send the Holy Ghost upon them, 
and He told them, also, how 
might know when He 
came. “But when the Comfort-

er (Holy Ghost) is come, whoin 
| will send unto you,” said Je- 
sus, “He shall testify of me.” 
The next verse says, “And ye 
also shall bear witness.” This 
statement shows that the Holy 
Ghost is to testify and those 
who receive Him are to bear 
witness. 


Further on in His discourse 
He makes this ‘point still plain- 
er. He plainly states that when 
the Holy Ghost comes He _ wil! 
speak. Here are the exact 
words of our great Teacher: 
“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of 
truth is come, he will guide you 
into all truth: for he shali not 
speak of himself; but whatso- 
ever he shall hear, that shall 
he speak.” (John 16:13) And 
this, too, when He comes. As 
much as to say when the Holy 
Ghost comes to abide in a per- 
son He will speak. 


Now, while this seems plain 
enough for any balanced un- 
prejudiced mind, yet there are 
more Scriptures from which we 


your children, and to all that 
are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” 
(Acts 2:39). But this does not 
mention the tongues! No, but 
it shows the experience is for 
us as well as for them. Then, 
of course, if the same experience 
is for us, the same signs must 
follow. The same proof for the 
tongues belongs here as well as 
there. The Spirit still speaks 
when He comes. (John 16:13) 
He is still on the witness stand 
ready to testify when He is re- 
ceived. (John 15:26) “These 
signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve” (Mark 16:17) just the 
same now as then.

Who gave the utteran-e? 
The Holy Spirit. How did He 
give the utterance? Through 
the vocal organs of these ¢cne 
hundred and twenty. Who ts- 
tified when He came? The «io- 
ly Spirit-the Comforter. Of 
whom did He testify? He testi- 
fied of Jesus. And this was 
done in a miraculous manner. 
The Spirit gave the utterance 
through human lips. 


There are other Scriptures 
that perfectly agree with this 
analogy. But the one at Acts 
10:45 is the one that convinc- 
ed me.I confess I had some 
doubts at one time, but they 
were all removed when I read 
these words once as the Holy 
Ghost put upon them His _ il- 
iuminating blaze of light. “For 
they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God.” 
This was spoken because the 
Gentiles received the Holy 
Ghost and the same evidence 
was given that followed His 
coming on the day of Pente- 
cost. This was proof enough to 
Peter and the six brethren who 
were with him that these Gen- 
tiles were baptized with the Ho- 
ly Ghost. What convinced them, 
“For they heard them speak 
with tongues.” And it could be 
added “as the Spirit gave the 
utterance,” just like it is said 
of the one hundred and twenty 
on the day of Pentecost. And to 
help it out Peter declares that 
they “received the Holy Ghost 
as well as we.” (Acts 10:47) 


This should be the end of all 
controversy. But if it is not 
there are other convincing 
Scriptures. But the next thing 
we want to do is to see that 
the same experience is for us 
now. We know this is true, and 
that people are baptized with 
the Holy Ghost now just like 
they were then, but it is good 
to have some Scripture to back 
up the statement. I do not hes- 
itate to say that no one ever 
has been baptized with the H«- 
ly Ghost without the other 
tongues as the Spirit gave the 
utterance. I am thoroughly cou- 
vinced of this fact, but many 
are not. And this is the reason 
we produce more Scripture.

Supreme Court Stands For The Right. 





Many will remember the case 
against James Bradley of Bran- 
ford, Fla. Brother Bradley’s

Some who were prej- 
udiced against this way hxc 
‘him arraigned before the courts 
because he refused medical aid. 
; The case was tried and he was 
:pronounced guilty of man- 
slaughter by the lower court, 
but our attorney was on _ the 
job and pressed for an appeal 
which was finally granted. The 
following statement taken from 
a clipping from a Florida paper 
shows the result which is in- 
deed a great victory for the 
Church of God and very gratify- 
ing to all who want to trust the 
Lord fully in case of sickness or 
accidents. 


Supreme Court Reverses Deci- 
sion in Bradley Case 


Tallahassee, May 3.—The 
state supreme court in a deci- 
sion handed down Saturday af- 
firms that there is no statute in 
Florida making it a felony for 
a parent to fail to provide medi- 
cal attention for a child. The 
point was decided in the appeal 
of James Bradley of Suwannee 
county, who was convicted in 
1918 on an indictment charging 
that he failed to provide proper 
medical treatment after his 
minor daughter, Bertha, had 
been so severely burned that she 
died. The supreme court revers- 
ed the lower court, claiming that 
the statutes do not cover the

My son was driving a coal 
wagon; he came home one cold 
night and told us that the holi- 
ness preacher ordered forty 
cents worth of coal that day 
for a large family.
